er, la none the leas aa deadly as the 
morphine needle and other dope meth¬ 
ods. Science Is busy marking the 
deadfalls that besat our way because 
of these things, and yet we close our 
eyes and plug our ears, and go on our 
way making ourselves believe that all 
is well, and that there Is nothing to 
be concerned about.

or Indirectly, sells or gives or furnish 
es to a person under the age of six¬ 
teen years any cigarettes or cigarette 
b papers, whether for his own use or 
r not, or sells or gives or furnishes to 
>• such person tobacco In any term other 
than cigarettes which tobacco he 
knows or has reason go bellelve is for 
the use of that person. 

It shall be the duty of any constabl - 
or person authorized so to do by any

THE PUBLIC HEALTH 


The Ministry of Health In England 
•publishes each year a very interesting 
and most readable reportonThe State 
'of the Public Health. We refer to this 
because it seems to be rather approp- 
iate that, on Dominion Day, we should 
onslder the state of the public health 
In .Canada. 

We venture to predict, although It 
Is sometimes dangerous to prophesy, 
that of all that will appear in our 
newspapers and in the public address 
es which will be made on the birthday 
of the Dominion, little or no mention 
will be made of public health. 

This is not because the people are 
not Interested In health, because we 
have evidence every day that they 
are. It Is rather because we are, In 
general, drawn to talk of material 
things, of natural resources, of manuf 
acturtng plants and of increased weal 
th. Yet all of these are of little or no 
value to the man, or woman, ornatton 
without health. The nation’s most im 
portant concern Is the public health, 
because the nation la made up of liv¬ 
ing persons, not of minerals or water¬ 
power. 

We are not suggesting that health 
is an end in life. Health Is the stepp¬ 
ing-stone by Which we achieve more 
and serve better than we could with 
out health. 

Just as this is true of the individ¬ 
ual, It Is equally so of tlic nation. The 
fondation for national prosperity and 
liapiness is the health of those Individ 
uals who make up the nation. 

In order to succeed, Canudu must 
be able to compete successfully witli 
other nations, If not to excel them. In 
order that she may do so, the Canad¬ 
ian people must equal, If not excel 
the peole of other lands In physical 
and mental fitness. It is because wc 
believe this goal can be attained that 
we have confidence in the future of 
our country.

WATER REPORTED AS PITRE 


News Notes 


We Ir.ivr been handed Inform itlon 
by Mr. Snow In connection with the 
Town water supply which should aa 
nlat In clearing the atmosphere some, 
although this latest correspondence 
mcely corroborates what has beon 
said before following the tests by the 
Laboratory at Edmonton. 

Testa were made In March and April 
and reported aa showing no unfavor¬ 
able contamination. Other tests were 
made In April with the same results. 
Late In May Mr. Snow wrote the Dir 
ector of the Laboratory explaining t e 
filter method being used, the fact tha 
some doubted the vigilance of the f >r 
mcr analysis, and asked for a new ar 
alysts of the water and a report of 
present conditions. 

The reply covers a multitude of tech¬ 
nical terms that we will not print, but 
after assuring Mr. Snow that thr 
t sta were carried out In Ike usual an-’ 
standard manner the letter conclude' 
as follows:— "The water represented 
by this sample Is high In total solids 
and organic matter, and contains sul¬ 
phate of soda (Glaubers Salts) In suf 
flclent quantity to have a laxative cf 
feet. There Is a small quantity of car 
bonate of lime and magnesia and a 
trace of chloride. It Is a very hard 
water. 

This Information, with what was re 
cctved In previous tests should clear 
the atmosphere somewhat. Tho water 
may tiot be the best. It appears how- 
rvei that It is pure so far ai no - ' con
